Academic Awards 


The Academic Awards Program is designed to reward stu- 
dents who have demonstrated outstanding academic achieve- 
ments during the school year. The Counseling Department es- 
tablishes who has and has not met the requirements for the 
award. To be eligible, students must maintain a 3.5 grade point 
average in each of his or her classes, be enrolled in either 
regular or honor classes, enrolled in eight academic classes 
each as freshman and sophomore students, and in six academic 
classes as Juniors and Seniors. The academic classes are 
English, Social Studies, Mathematics, Science, and Foreign 
Language. 

The academic awards differ each year. At the end of the first 
year of eligibility, the student will receive a certificate. After the 
second year a letter bearing the designation SCHOLAR is 
awarded. A medal, the “Lamp Of Learning”, is presented after 
the third year. Upon graduation, a special diploma notation, a 
sticker, is attached to the students’ diploma.
